MOURNERS ATTACKED. 
AS THEY FOLLOW HEARSE

Attack Is Resented and a Pitched 
Battle Ensues, in Which Many 
are Injured—Hose Used to 
Quiet the Infuriated 
Mourners.

New York, July 30.—The funeral of the 
late Chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph, head of 
the Orthodox Hebrews of the United 
States, which was held here today, was 
the occasion of one of the most remark- 
ab‘e demonstrations ever witnessed in this 
city and ied to a collision between the 
masses of Jewish mourners and the p2- 
lice. The Streets were packed with 
thousands of Hebrews, the stores were 
generally closed end every point of 
Vantage along the route taken by the 


funeral procession to the different syna- 


fogues was crowded. 

Directly in front of the house where the 
body hag lain in state for the last few 
days more than 10 patrolmen kept the 
crowd from the entrance with consider- 
able difficulty. After the services at the 
house the body was taken to each of the 


six synagogues on the east side, where 
brief services were held. 


Missiles Rained on Mourners. 

When the procession was passing the 
printing press factory of R. Hoe & Co. 
on Grand street, on its way to the ceme- 
tery in Brooklyn the employees of the 
factory emptied pails of water from the 
windows of an upper floor on the specta- 
tors massed upon the sidewaiks. Pail 
after pail, it was said, was emptied on 
the throng, which shouted and struggled 
and stampeded in vain to escape. Then 
overalls and clothing.soaked in water 
came down from above, and even tools, 
scraps of steel, bolts End a dead cat. 

The angry populace, most of whom were 
Hebrews, retaliated by throwing back in- 
to the factory windows the missiles that 
fell on them. They also gathered up 
stones and sticks, and in a few minutes 
there was scarcely a whole pane of giass 
on the Grand street side of the factory. 

Then some one in the factory turned on 
a hose and played it indiscriminately all 
over the funera] procession. At one time 
as many as five streams were playing on 
the crowd. Drivers of mourning car- 
riages whipped up their horses, trampling 
over citizens and the stronger men 
trampled women and children under foot 
in their efforts to escape. 

The police, in the meantime, had taken 
a hand in the trouble and were clubbing 
the people right and left. They were, 
however, unable to cope with the crowd 
and the reserves of half a dozen pre- 
cincts were dispatched to the scene. It 
was more than nalf an hour before order 
was restored and the streets in the vi- 
cinity of the factory cleared. Many ar- 
rests were made, among them being sev- 
eral employees of the Hoe company. 

Many Were Injured. 

Many persons were found about the 
streets bleeding from wounds on the 
head and other parts of the body. Am- 
bulances had been summoned, in the 
meantime, and three responded. Surgeons 
were kept busy for some time dressing 
the wounds of the injured. Several po- 
licemen also were injured, receiving cuts 
and bruises. Two men were taken to the 


hospital." One of them had sustained in- 
ternal injuries and contusions and the 
other a sprained leg. Later in the day the 
persons arrested were arraigned in pelica 
court and fines of $ and $10 were imposed 
in several instances. Bad feeling ts said 
to exist between some of the employees 
of the Hoe company and the Hebrews re- 
siding in the neighborhood and this is 
said to have been the cause of the trouble 
Robert Hoe, of the printing press com- 
pany, made a statement after the trouble 
was over, in which he says fighting was 
going on in the ranks of the procession 
as it passed the factory; that some of 
those attacked were forced to the door of 
the office and there the fighting contin- 
ued, while missiles thrown by the crowd 
broke many windows of the factory. Then 
it was, says Mr. Hoe, that his employees 
tried to drive the assailants back by hurl- 
ing missiles at them and finally turning 
water on the crowd. He added that boys 
working in the factory had been in the 
habit of jeering at Hebrews and he had 
tried everything in his power to have the 
ce stopped, even discharging boys 

of whom complaint was made. 
Aftem the riot had been quelled the 
funeral procession proceeded to Brooklyn, 
where the body of Rabbi Joseph was in-

One Man Is Instantly Killed 


and Six Others Are

the driver instantly killed and six other 
injured, one seriously.

COE IS SHORT 


Treasurer of Dudley Hosiery 
Mills in Massachusetts 
Abuses Trust. 


Boston, July 30.—With the announce- 
ment today of the assignment of the 
Dudley hosiery mills, at Newton Upper 
Falls, came a report in financial circles of 
the misuse of notes of the Bowker Fertil- 
izer Company, to the extent of $120,000, 
by Treasurer Henry F. Coe, of the hos- 
lery mills, who also had been treasurer 
of the Bowker company. 

The report affecting Mr. Coe’s financia! 
administration was confirmed tonight by 
Frederick Higginson, who succeeded him 
as treasurer of the Bowker company 
three weeks ago, he stating that Coe had 
confessed to the officers of the Bowker 
company that he had taken the money 
represented by $120,000 in notes, 

Mr. Higginson added that it was yet 
impossible to learn from the company's 
books .the exact sum lost. : 

R. §S. Gorham, counsel for the com- 
pany, said that no action had yet been 
taken against. Coe. Mr. Coe is between 
60 and 70 years of age. and claims he 
did not profit personally by the trans- 
actions, the money going into the Dud@ley 
hosiery mills, of Newton Lower Falls. 
Coe was under bonds of $20,000 through 
a bonding company. 


SHOT SON AND THEN HIMSELF

Over One Thousand Shots Fired in 
the Riot at Shenandoah and the 
Wonder Is More People 
Were Not Killed—Trou- 
ble Reported at 
Other Points. 


Shenandoah, Pa., July 30.—A reign of 
terror compared with which the scenes 
enacted during the riots of 1900 seem in- 
significant held Shenandoah in its grasp 
tonight. 3 

From 6 o’clock in the evening Center 
street, which is one ef the _ princinal 
streets of the town, was in the hands 
an infuweiated mob. Two of the boroug _ 


policemen were shot, one perhaps fatalige4 


Joseph Beddal, a leading merchant and 
cousin of Sueriff Beddal, was brutally 


i clubbed to death and upwards of a score 


of strikers whose names could not be 
asceriained were shot by policemen, and 
it is exp cted thet many deaths will re- 
sult. 

Sheriff Beddal arrived from Pottsville 
at 7:45 o'clock with a posse of deputies. 
He took up his headquarters at the Fer- 
guson hotel, which was surrounded by 
several thousand men late tonight. The 
sheriff after the trouble occurred asked | 
Governor Stone. to send militia and the. 
governor wired that if the citizens of the: 
town petition for the treops he will senc 
them. 


Attacked by Strikers.

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TROOPS ARE ORDERED 
TO SCENE OF TROUBLE 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 30.—Gover- 
nor Stone has ordered the Eighth 
and Twelfth regiments and the 
Governor's Troop of the National 
Guard of Pennsylvanta, in com- 
mand of General J. P. 8. Gobin, 
to proceed immediately to Shenan- 
doah, the scene of tonight’s riot- 
ing. General Gobin left here short- 
ly after midnight on a special train 
and it is expected that all the 
troops, the combined strength of 
which is 1,500, will be on the ground 
by daybreak. 

The following message was re- 
ceived from the sheriff and immedi- 
ately repeated to the governor at . 
Paul Smiths, in the Adirondack” 
mountains: 

“Shenandoah, Pa., July 30.—Wil- 
Ham A. Stone, Governor, Harris- 
burg: Deputy sheriff and two as- 
sistants surrounded and one kill- 
ed, three of mob shot by sheriff, 
three local police officers shot, one 
possibly fatal. Towrr is without 
police protection and loca] govern- 
ment terrorized, threatened by mob 
if they sign petition. Feeling run- 
ning high. Mine workers admit 
foreign element beyond their con- 
trol. Mob is beyond control, situa- 
tion requires greatest haste. 
Sheriff powerless for want of suffi- 
cient assistance.

Governor Stone started for Har- 
risburg at 8 o'clock this evening 
and expects to reach here on the 
Pennsylvania railroad’s Chicago 
limited express tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Should the presence of additional 
troops be needed to quell any fur- 
ther disturbances One or more ad- 
ditional regiments of the third 
brigade will be ordered out. 

General Gobin, who will have 
command of the troops, was in 
command of the provisional bri- 
gade during the riots at Hazleton 
several years ago, and subse- 
quently at Shenandoah.

IN RIVER YAWNED 
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MISS HALLIE ERMINIE RIVES. 
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Sturgeon Upset Her Boat and the Southern Novelist 
Had a Desperate Battle for Her Life in the 


Delaware River. 


Trenton, N. J., July 3.—(Special.)—Miss 
Hallie Erminie Rives, the novelist, had a 
narrow escape from drowning in the Del- 
aware river while alone in a canoe near 
Cockran’s island. 

The sweep of the river from Trenton 
to Cockran’s island is broad and deep. 
Miss Rives had nearly covered the dis- 
tance when the arching body of a young 
sturgeon shot into the air and landed 
squarely in the canoe at the paddler’s 
feet. 

Jumping up, Miss Rives aimed a blow 
at the squirming sturgeon with the pad-

dle, but the movement upset the canoe. 
Miss Rives quickly grasped the over- 
turned canoe and clung desperately to 
the paddle, with the ald of which and

“When I found myself in the water, I 
began to think about getting out. That 
I reached shore safe and sound is due 
to the fact that I kept my purpose well

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BAN OF COURT IS PLACED 
ON CORNER IN JULY OATS 


Chicago, July 30.—The ban of the courts 
has been placed on the corner in July 
oats. On the application of Waite, Thor- 

rn & Co., one of the firms heavily short 
in the July option, a temporary restrain- 
ing order was granted today by Judge 
Chytraus, in the superior court, prohibit- 
ing James A. Patten and associates from 
continuing. a corner in new July oats and 
from bidding up the price of the cereals, 
or calling for further margins. This is the 
first. time in the history of the Chicago 
board of trade that dealers who are short 
have resorted to the courts to assist them 
in a dilemma like the present and the in- 
junction came as a decided surprise, al- 
though . drastic measures had _ been 
threatened to prevent heavy losses. The 
injunction runs against Caftgington, Pat- 
ten & Co., Patton Brothers & Bartlett, 
Frasier & Co. Default on 3,000,000 bush- 
els of short new July oats, lawsuits and 
action by the board of trade are seem- 
ingiy the inevitable results of the grant- 
ing of the restraining order. Cornered 
and unable to secure new July oats where- 
with to meet their contracts, the dealers 
who are short appear to have practicaliy 
wnrown up their hands. 

Nothing To Do Bt Break. 

“We have nothing to do but to default,”’ 
said one of the unfortunates today. 
“Those in control of the corner will not 
sell, but tell us to go into the pit and 
buy. If we do that the price would gc up 


into the clouds. A dollar a bushel could | 


easily be exacted, as the receipts of stand- 
ard new oats will not nearhy fill our con- 


tracts.’’ 

Waite & Thorburn, the firm that re- 
quested the injunction, issued the follow- 
ing statement tonight In explanation of 
the course they have taken: 

“For a year or two there has been a 
regular epidemic of manipulation and at- 
tempted corners in the market on the 
Chicago board of trade, which have in- 
flicted immense injury on the legitimate 
grain interests of this city and in the 
country tributary to Chicago. These at- 
tempts to squeeze the trade have now 
become so extreme and unscrupulous tnat 
it has become high time for some one to 
make a fight and find out where the trade 
stands and whether it is to be for ali 
time possible for groups of millionaires 
to turn upside down the grain business 
of the country and inflict heavy losses 
on the trade.”’ 

Shorts Are Blamed. 

Frank P. Frasier, of Bartlett, Frasier 
& Co., said: 

“There {is an erroneous opinion current 
that Mr. Patten and myself, who ch 
has a fair line of July, have been bid 
the market’ up with the intention of 
squeezing the shorts. This # not e 
case. The shorts, in every irgtanc t 
high priceg, have only themselves to 
blame for imag - the price up. We are 
simply waiting for the delivery of oats 
we have contracted for, and we expect 
their delivery.” 

Three million bushels js said to.be the 
shortage in July oats. The greater F eget 
of this amount was sold, it is said, to 
those in contral of the market at between 
32 ang % cents, so that there is more 


than 25 cents a bushel profit in the deal 
for those on the long side. ii

FVE HUNDRED MEW 
CUT OFF AT ONE POINT 


Nothing Has Been Heard from Thew 
and It Is Feared Many Have 
Been Drowned—Cotton Has 
Been Greatly Dam- 
aged by Flood. 


Dallas, Tex., July 9.—Advices from th? 
state at large do not show improvement 
in the flood situation tonight: 

A report comes from Hillsboro that be- 
tween four hundred and five hundred men 
were chopping in the bottoms between) 
Richland and Post Oak creeks, when the 
heavy rain fell Saturday, and it is feaw? 
that many of them were drowned, a& no 
communication has been received from 
them. 

The long continued rains have softened 
the railroad beds ir many places where 
trouble has never been experienced before, 
and the southwestern portion of the state 
particularly is suffering at present. The 
International and Great Northern, enter- 
ing San Antonio from the east, is almost 
completely tied up, and the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas road has abandoned 
that route for its fast trains. LIdmfes in 
north Texas had trouble to contend with, 
The Missouri; Kansas and Texas is wash- 
ed out between Dallas and Greenville, and 
trains are being detoured via Farmers- 
ville. It is expected that this damage wil) 
be repaired tonight. The water is over 
the tracks at Elmo, on the Texas and 
Pacific east of Dallas, but travel will not 
be interrupted. 

Veritable Cloudburst. 

There was a veritable cloudburst at 
Greenville last night. Trouble on the 
Santa Fe was confined to the Little river 
district near Cameron, and the main line 
and the Houston and Texas Central seems 
to have suffered the lease of any of tRe

Texas and Pacific is running trains west 
as far as Big Springs, and as far east 
from F! Paso as Stanton, where trans- 
fers around the washouts are being 
made. The Texas Central has washouts 
between Whitney and Dublin. 

The flood conditions in the Brazos val- 
ley continue to grow worse. 

The river is again rising about Waco 
and the crest of the flood was only a 
short distance below that point this 
morning. 

The weather has been fair in the Dal- 
las district all day, and railroad men 
hope the worst is over. 

The rains have damaged the cotton crog 
materially. The present crop promised te 
be the largest in the history of the state, 
but bol] worms are developing rapidly 
and farmers are becoming apprehensive. 

Up to midnight no further communica- 
tion was had with the wood choppers, 
cut off in the bottoms of Richland creek, 

Five Lives Lost. 

A special from Austin, Tex., says five 
lives were lost and hundreds of head of 
live stock were drowned in the flood 
which struck the district located # miles 
southeast of there yesterday anda the 
night previous.

ENGINEER RUSHES TO DEATH. 


Trying to Make Up Lost Time, He 
Wrecks Train. | 

‘Altoona, Pa., July 30.—Engineer John 
W. Kemmerling was instantly killed and 
his fireman, H. M. Nick!ley, fatally in- 
jured in a wreck at Pack Sadfe, 60 miles 
west of Altoona, at noon today. Both 
men resided in Altoona. 

Their train, the fast mail, which con- 
sisted of a big lucomotive and three pos- 
tal cars, left Altoona: for the west about 
an hour late. Engineer Kemmerling 
was trying to make up lost time and 
covered part of the run et the rate of 70 
miles an hour. At Pack Saddle there are 
two reverse curves, and the rules of the 
company call for a slow down at this 
point. Kemmerling, no doubt, exceeded 
the prescribed speed, for the locomotive 
left the track as soon as it reached the 
curve, and after plowing across the roa@ 
bed, plunged over a 50-fcot embankment 
to the Conemaugh river. 

The engineer was crushed under the 
huge mass, and the fireman was so bad- 
ly injured that death resulted in a few 
hours. The postal cars remained on the 
road bed and were not badly broken, 
Brakeman Bert MeGinnis and three postal 
clerks were roughly shaken up, but their 
injuries are not of a serious nature.

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CUBA WILL COME 
IN DUE StASUR 


So Say Members of Society 
of Cuban Planters 


They Deciare That All Favor Annex- 
ation to the United States, but 
That the Time Has Not 
Yet Arrived—Planters 
Seek Loan. 


Havana, July 30.—At a genéral meeting 
of the Society of Cuban Planters, held 
here today, the executive committee pro- 
posed a programme which was _ subse- 
quently adopted. 

The first clause of the programme is to 
the effect that the society declares itscif 
to be exclusively a1 economic body. A 
member of the executive committee ex- 
plained that, althovgh the society had 
never been anything els2, certain news- 
papers and people had raised a storm 
against it on account of the rumors that 
the ‘society intended to change its plan 
of action, but that if the planters were 
enemies of the present Cuban regime 
they would stop work on their estates, 
and would thus show what taey could do. 
Repiying to the speaker, one of the plant- 
ers present complained that the _ society 
was not sufficintly represented in the 
press, and that it had no means of put- 
ting before the people what it considered 
beat for the country. 

Other articles of the programme sup- 
port the plan of Emilio Terry, secretary 
of agriculture, to raise a Joan of $4,000,000 
to assist Cuban planters and for the 
establishment of mortgage banks. The 
programme also sets forth that the so- 

clety considers necessary the payment 
of the Cubap army. 

Regarding the rumors that the society 
intended to declare for annexation, these 
were said to be due to some members 
who favored the step, but who did not 
aprear at the meeting to support it. In 
the course of a speech, one prominent 
planter said: 

“We are all annexationists, but the 
time for annexation has not yet ar- 
rived.”’ 

Perfecto Lacoste, formerly secretary of 
agriculture, and at one time mayor of 
Havana, was elected president of the new 
executive committee. In a speech Senor 
Lacost said he accepted this office to 
show that he was not afraid of being 
burned out, as The Republica Cubana 
had declared the Cubans would burn ths 
island rather than accept annexation. He 
said the planters did not dare to declare 
in favor of annexation, although there 
were a great number of annexationists 
in the island

Major Weill was 71 years old. He was 
born in Germany, but came here early 
in life. He served in the confederate 
army. Since the war he has been prom- 
inent in the business interests of the 
city. 

Deceased is survived by seven children, 
five daughters and two sons—Mrs. L. 
Demelma, Boston; Mrs. Nathan Meyer, 
Philadelphia; Mrs. Waxelbaum, Macon; 
also two daughters in California. His 
s0ns are Charles Weill, Philadelphia, and 
Will Weill, San Francisco.

Raleigh, N. Ce. July 30.—(Special.)—A 
charter was granted by the state today 


for a hotel at Beaufort to be built by 


the Oceantc Hotel Company, capital $60,- 
00. In 1897 the old Atlantic hotel, which 
was built on wooden piles, which were 
nearly all decayed, collapsed in a great 
storm, accompanied by the highest tide 
ever known there.

25 miles from. the island. The report. 
says there are in Robeson 1,764 Croatans 
between the school ages of 6 and 21 
years. Of, thes@é Tt are in the public 
schouls. It is explained by a resident 
of that county that these Indians marry 
at a very early age.. Many of the girls 
marry at 15. Dozens of good old English 
names are found among these . Indians, 
the names of Gilbert White’s colonists 
sent over to Roanoke under the auspices 
of Sir Walter Raleigh.

brains, yet these are the agents of 
mere incidents. 
nor amend our social laws and there- 
fore their “bad breaks” in elegant eti- 
quette are the more noticeable.

Mr. Harben did not mean to repre- 
sent & common degeneracy of soctal 
chivalry in Atlanta. His heroine, her 
self a stranger fn our circles, might be 
excused for generalizing Tedcastle 
into a class, but Tedcastle was only 
an interloper and a misfit. Our mar-

Indications of trouble inside the re- 
publican party continue to accumulate. 
President Roosevelt has announced 
his determination to advocate his 
Cuban relief policy in every speech 
he makes this summer and autumn, 
but the strong elements in the party 
which are opposed to any reduction of 
the tariff show no purpose to discon- 
tinue their opposition or to cease in 
their critjcisms of the policy which 
the president seeks to make his own.

The Cry of a Watchman. 

The Hartford Courant is one of the 
oldest and staunchest of the republl: 
can newspapers of the east. It is, per- 
haps, the best exponent of Connecti- 
cut sentiment of the republican order. 
When it speaks it does so only after 
mature deliberation and with a surety 
that it voices the most wholesome 
section of party opinion in the state. 

In a recent editorial The Courant ge- 
verely arraigns what it is bold enougn 
to call “the hog element” in the party.

American industry and taking away 
all unnecessary tariff rates from thoge 
industries that use them only for the 
greater plunder of the people. 

The Courant realizes that in the 
last session of congress “the hog ele- 
ment” had the whip-hand in legisla- 
tion and refused to consider any meas- 
ure for the reiief of the people from 
the unjust: burdens wf trust monopo- 
jies and extortionate. prices. It also 
realizes that ail the people of Amer- 
ica will not submit to be robbed by

selves by a revolt that will rob it of 
its legislative power. 

In other words, The Courant, with 
many other sane republican authori- 
ties, is convinced that unless the re- 
publican party downs its own hog elc- 
ment the people will down the whole 
republican outfit.

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TO SAVE HIS DOG 


Henry Poland, of Savannah, 
Struck by Engine at 


Waycross, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)— 
Henry Poland, of Savannah, gave his life 
to save his dog near Fleming this morn- 
ing. To prevent the dog from being run 
over, Poland spring in front of a rapidly 
approaching train and was struck by the

WORK OF GEORGIANS 
FOR RURAL DELIVERY 


Hon. A. W. Machen, the head of the 
free delivery division of the postoffice 
department, has furnisheq an interesting 
resume of the early contests for fhe 
establishment of rural free delivery in a 
letter he has written to Hon. Thomas 
E. Watson, of Georgia. In this Mr. 
Machen states that the first appropria- 
tion for free rural delivery appeared in 
the postoffice appropriation bill for the 
year which ended June 30, 1894, and that 
it was put there on Mr. Watson's motion. 
Mr. Machen tells the story of the’ earlier 
efforts In this way: 

“May 27, 1892, the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill for the succeeding fiscal year 
Was taken up in the committee of the 
whole house, Mr. Henderson, of North 
Carolina, as chairman of the committee 
on the postoffice and post roads,-in charge 
of the bill. Judging from the general 
debate, there appears to have been con- 
siderable confusion in the minds of the 
members as to the meaning of the words 
‘rural free delivery,’ many contending 
that the experimental free delivery serv- 
ice in villages, established during Post- 
master General Wanamaker’s admjnis- 
tration, was the real article. Durfhg the 
discussion Mr. Blount, of Georgia, seem- 
ed to have the most to say upon the 
general subject of free delivery. He 
was thoroughly opposed to a _ strictty 
rural free delivery, which he character- 
ized as ‘simply humbuggery.’ 

“Mr, Ray, of New York, appears to 
have been the first to take issue with 
Mr. Blount by referring to the great 
demand for the service from the farm- 
ers in his district. Mr. Houk, of Ohio, 
was then drawn into the discussion. He, 
too, dwelt upon the fact that in ‘his 
district there was a general demand for 
‘rural delivery or free delivery in’ the 
country.’ At this point Mr. Blount yield- 
ed the floor to you. This appears to be 
the first time that you took part in the 
debate on the question of rurai free de- 
livery. I quote your words: 

‘‘‘Mr. Watson—As the gentleman on 
the floor comes from the same state 
as myself, I desire to supplement what 
has been said by these gentlemen on 
the right (Mr. Houk, of Ohio, and Mr. 
Ray) by stating that in my district there 
is a strong demand for free delivery; 
and I wish to ask the gentleman from 
Georgia whether the delivery of mail 
matter free to people who live near the 
postoffices, while those who live farther 
away are obliged to go for tfié@ir mail, is 
not a false system?’ 

“No conclusion was reached on May 
27, 1892, and the debate ran through fhe 
following day. It is found that on May 
28 Mr. O’Donnell, of Michigan, made the 
first exhaustive argument on the subject 
of a strictly rural free delivery service. 
You made extensive remarks on the same 
day. No conclusion was reached on May 
28. The bill was again taken up in the 
committee’ of the whole on May 31 with- 
out conclusion and on June 1 (page 4922) 
I find the first amendment offered to 
the appropriation bill bearing upon the 
subject. of rural free delivery, which 
reads as follows: 

“ ‘Amend. Provided that $100,000 
shall be used for experimental rural free 
delivery outside of towns and villages.’ 

“This amendment was introduced by 
Mr. Livingston, of Georgia. _A protracted 
discussion followed, during which you 
made-.two or three attempts to offer an 
amendment which you finally succeeded 
in doing, as follows (page 4927):

‘““*Amend paragraph s0 as to read as 
folilows: For free delivery service, in- 
cluding existing experimental free deliv- 
ery offices, $11,264,900, of which the sum 
of $10,000 shall be applied under the di- 
rection of the postmasfer general to ex- 
perimental Tree delivery in rural com- 
munities other than towns and villages.

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After Short Illness He Passed Away at Madison 
Yesterday Morning--Prominent Financier 
and Statesman. 
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Madison; Ga., July %.—(Spectal.)—Hon. 
William A. Brougtiton died at his home 
here this morning at 4 o’clock from acute 
gastritis. The news of lls death created 
quite a shock, as only a very few knew 
of the serious nature of his illness. 

Mrs. Broughton and daughter left about 
ten days ago to spend the summer at 
White Sulphur Springs, Va., and knew 
nothing of Colonel Broughton’s illness 
until it assumed a serious shape yester- 
day evéning, when they were immediate- 
ly telegraphed for. They will arrive in 
Madison tonight. 

No definite arrangements will be made 
for the funeral until Mrs. Broughton ar- 
rives, but it will probably occur some 
time tomorrow, from the Methodist 
church here. 

Colonel William A. Broughton was one 
of Georgia’s most prominent and wealth- 
jest citizens.

ferent states, besides owning several 
thousand acres of Jand In this and Jasper 
counties. The little town of Broughton, 
on,the Central railroad, between Coving 
ton and Machen, was named for him, 
and he virtually owns the éntire village. 

Insurance policies on h'‘s life, taken out 
in several life insurance companies, 
emount up to nearly $35,000. 


Colonel Broughton was well known 
throughout Georgia, having held several 
responsible positions in the state. In 18% 
he represented this district, the twenty- 
eighth, in the-state senate, and made a 
brilliant record. He was also treaftrer 
of the Farmers’ Alliance, and when that 
oiganization failed, he was appointed to 
straigi ten out the financial condition of 
the alliance, which had become very much 
tangled and confused. His splendid and 
successful work fn this line placed him 
among the best financiers of the state, 
and his name was often mentioned as @%e 
available man for state treasuref. 

Colonel Broughton, at the time of hig 
death was 51 years of age, and leaves a 
widow, a daughter, Miss Annette, and a 
young con, Rollin, to mourn his death. 
He also had an only sister, Mrs. C. B, 
Speer, of this city, wife of the late Judge 
A. M. Speer. Mrs. W. A. Hemphill, an- 
other sister, died in Atlanta a few years 
9g. 

To his friends, and they were many, he 
vas staunch and trué, and he always 
nobly responded to their needs when call- 
ed ‘upon. His duty to his family and his 
home was his paramount ambition, and 
this, in a measure, allayed the political 
aspirations he, at times. possessed.

Finance Committee Appropriates $8,000 from Source 


Unknown--Serious Condition Confronts tne 
City School System. 


The finance committee of the general 
council has decided to make an addi- 
tional appropriation of $8,000 to the pub- 
lic schools. 

From what source the money is com- 
ing is not known, and the committee is 
frank to say that it is ignorant of the 
source. 

It wae decided yesterday to make the 
additional appropriation after L. 
Z. Rosser had eddreseed the com- 
mittee and mede a string appeal 
for extra funds. Mr. Rosser went 
carefully over the entire situation and 
told of the condition of the schools. He 
explained the crowded condition of many 
of the buildings, and declared that chil- 
dren were being taught in rooms that 
physicians had considered unhealthy. 

He pointed out the fact that there was 
already a deficiency of something like 
$3,000 in the teachers’ salaries; which 
would have to be made up. All of these 
things he stated caused a deficiency of 
$8,000 at the present time, and that 
amount even would not allow them to 
provide for any new pupils. 

As announced in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, the number of new pupils who 
will apply for entrance at the opening of 
the term will be between 1,500 and 3,000. 

The financé committee, as a whole and 
as individuals, are heartily in sympathy 


with the schools, and everything possible 
will be doné to have the city furnish the 
ount necessary to keep the schools up 
he highest standard. 
ommittee Understands Needs. 

When Mr. Rosser conclided his re- 
marks yesterday he was asked a number 
of questions by members of the commit- 
tee, and he was at jast assured that the 
committee wold see that the schools 
were given the $8,000 asked for hefore the 
end of the year. 

While the. committee does not know 
where the money is to come from, the 
réquest of the schoo! board fs looked upoo 
as urgent, and at the next meeting of 
eotincil a resolution will be. introduced 
for that body to véte on authorizing the 
board to go ahead and make the neces- 
sary expenditures. Then later on in the 
yeat the money will be provided. 

Major W. F. Slaton, superintendent of 
schools, stated yesterday that as soon 
as he received official notice that the ap- 
propriation has been made he will begin 
the work of making the additions need- 
ed. The work will be first taken up at 
Fair street school. 

The applications of children who wisb 
to enter the schools continue to come 
in large numbers. Over 100 tickets were 
issued yesterday. Superintendent Slaton 
and Assistant Superintendent Landrum 
are kept busy issuing the tickets every 
day.

Atlanta has the best laws In the country 
in regard to sanitation, and that {t would 
be the cleanest city in the United States 
if he cculd only get the police depart- 
ment to properly enforce them. The 
mayor iis complained on this matter 
time and again, and he says that he is 
determined to have the police department 
do its duty if he has to send a special 
message to couni] and invoke the assist- 
ance of that body. 

Two or three dayg ago the mayor sent 
a réquest to the recorder to give him 
the number of cases that had been made 
against people for littering up the streets 
and spitting on the sidewalks, and the 
reply he received was not very encour- 
aging. Following is what the mayor fre- 
ceived: 

Hon. Tivingstcn Mims, Mavor of At- 
lanta—Dear Major: I send you at ‘your 
request all that I find on the recorder’s 
docket in regard to cases made and en- 
tered on our books for trial relative fo 
“throwing paper on streets, dropping dirt 
on streets from wagons and spitting on 
the sidewalks.

Mayor Mims Talks. 

In speaking of the matter Vesterday 
Mavor Mims said: 

‘There is nothing that adds more to 
the character of a city than clean streets 
and sidewalks, not only to the heklth 
and happiness of its citizens, but as an 
attraction and inducement to others to 
become citizens. It is true that a pro- 
gressive city like Atlanta cannot keep 
all its streets in clean order, when the 
many improvements incident to _ its 
growth and prosperity are going on, as, 
for instance, the excavations for fits great 
buildings, the tearing up of streets for 


| electrical, gas, water and sewerage pur- 


poses; for these, too, indicate a progress 
that attracts favorable notice. At the 
same time. great care should be observed 
that the best condition of cleanliness be 
had where such improvement Js going on, 
and, besides, it is a fact that tne streets 
thus tern up are but few compared with 
the many that are not interfered with, 
and witha] the law ig rigid that they be 
kept free from trash or loose paper, the 
rinds and pealings of fruits, sweeping 
off streets and sidewalks and that spit- 
ting on the sidewalks be prohibited. Ss 

“To enforce the laws penalties of fines 
and imprisonment are nrescribed against 
all viclatota. It is the duty of the sani- 
tary inspectors—indeed, all officers of the 
city, and especially the nolice—to enforce 
these laws. Indeed, to the police especia!- 
ly the public has a right to look for the 
enforcement of these laws, and yet it is 
plain that tne duty Is negiected, as the 
conditions of the streets will plain ine 
dicate.”’

Special. Council Committee Wants a 
Great Territory Taken Tn. 


ANXIOUS FOR NORTH ATLANTA 


Committee Expressed Itself as Espe- 
cially Desirous of Making That 
Suburb Part of City. 


The special committee of the city coun- 

cil, which has in charge the matter of 
revising the report of the charter com- 
mission, has declared in favor of extend- 
ing the city limits. This was the first 
section of the charter to be taken up, 
and the first differencé between the two 
bodies has occurred. A vote was taken 
at the meeting yesterday morning. and 
resulted in the committee deciding to 
declare in favor of extending the limits 
without stating where or in what manner 
they are to be extended. 
‘The motion was carried with the ex- 
ception of the vote of Alderman Wood- 
ward. He stated that he did not like to 
favor an extension until he learned how 
the city was going to tafe care of those 
sections to be taken in, and how it could 
provide schools for the new citizens and 
those already in the limits. 

There was a full attendance at the 
meeting, and the committee favored tak- 
ing in a. considerable territory, and 
especially that known as North Atlanta. 
Some of the committeemen favored ex- 
tension so strangly that they wanted to 
vote on the matter finaliy yesterday and 
vote North Atlanta In. [t was decided, 
after some debate, however, to have an- 
other hearing this morning to that all 
who desired could be heard, and then 
the vote will probably occur. 

There were only two citizens before the 

committee yesterday morning. 
Smith was present, and thes 
asked if he would like to by | 
stated that he had not intem. ¢§ 
a speech, but that he did not object to 
giving the conimittee his views. He said 
that he thought it was bad policy. to sin- 
gle out one section and take it in just 
because it happened to be more thickly 
settled .than others. Mr. Smith stated 
that he personally did not object to be- 
ing taken in the city if other sections 
were taken in, but he decidedly objected 
to being singled out. 

Judge J. N. Langston spoke on the 
same line. He said that if the people of 
North Atlanta were incorporated they 
would certainly expect to get something 
in return for their taxes, and that the 
city would be expected to provide schools 
and fire protection, as was done in the 
other sectiong,of the city. 

The committee discussed the matter at 
length, but no final action was taken 
other than to indicate that it was in 
favor of extension. There will be another 
meeting this morning at 10 o'clock in the 
council chamber, when the question of 
extension will be again taken up, and all 
who care to be heard on it are invited to 
apnear before the cummittee and give 
their views.

PLUMBERS DRA 


UP ULTIMATUM 


200 Union Workmen May Walk 
Out Tomorrow, 


Piumbers Notify Employees That 
$3.50 Must Constitute a Day’s 
Pay and That Half a Day’s 
Pay Must Be Given 
for Any Work. 


The union plumbers of Atlanta will 
strike tomorrow unless their demands for 
the nine hour day, a uniform wage of 
$3.50 and certain other specified regu- 
lations are granted by the employing 
plumbers of the city. 

‘Several prominent master plumber’ were 
seen by representatives of The Constitu- 
tion yesterday, and as they -weré ‘unani- 
mous in declaring that they would not 
agre: to the demands of the plumbers, 
it seems certain that the strike is to 
come, 

In addition to the nine-hour day and 
$3.50 wages, the plumbers want eight 
houfs made the working day for Satur- 
day and also wish the employing plumb- 
ers to agree to pay for a half day's work 
where any work at all is done. 

The demand was made on the employ- 
ing plumbers in the following notice, 
which was received yesterday morning 
by each plumbing firm which employs 
union plumbers: 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 28, 1992.—Dear Sirs: 
On and after August 1, 1992, all union 
lumbers in your employ shall receive 

50 per day for nine hours work, and 
eight hours to constitute a full day’s work 
on Saturday. No unton plumber tan re- 
ceive less than one-half day's pay for 
any work done. 

“We resp ctfully submit this to you 
for your consideration. Yours respect- 
fully, R. D. CALHOUN, 

‘Recording Secretary Local No. 72.” 
s&airge Number to Walk Out. 

The plumbers state that bet-geen 150 
and 200 skilled plumbers will walk out if 
the demands are not granted. They add 
that this number will includé practically 
every high-class plumber in the city. 

They give as their reason for the de- 
mand that a great deal of very high- 
class plumbing work has to be done in 
Atlanta now and that men capable of 
doing it are worth the wages demanded 
for the hours &tipulated. 

For the present the strike will not in- 
clude the gas fitters, though it is possible 
that they may be drawn into the fignt if 
it is a prolonged one. 

The employing plumbets say that the 
plumbers really have nothing to strike 
for and that for this reason their de- 
mands will not be granted. They state 
that the nine-hour day is now generally 
in effect and that plumbers who are worth 
$3.50 per day are now receiving it. 

The employing plumbers state that they 
will absolutely refuse to pay for-a half 
day's work where a workman is employed 
for only an hour or 80. They add that 
if this rule goes into effect the public will 
pay for it and not the employing plumb- 
ers, 

A prominent. employing plumber, in 
discussing the situation yesterday after- 
noon, said: 

‘am paying $3.50 per day to some of 
m plumbers. Some men are worth less 
thas this, and I shall refuse to pay any 
man more than his services are worth 
to me. 

“IT shall also refuse to pay a man for a 
half day’s work when he works for only 
a few hours. If I did, I should have to 
charge my patrons accordingly, and thts 
would manifestly be unfair to them.” 

So far the employing plumbers have 
reached no arreement as to what they 
will do in answer to the uemands of 
the plumbers. Each man says that he 
will act for pomeett, If the employing 
plumbers hold to their intenttfon to ig- 
nore the. demands, the plumbers wil] 
in all probability walk out tomorrow 
morning.

» Twelve Thousand Dollars 
Are Filed. 


BALTIMORE COMPANY HAS 


REFUSED TO PAY CLAIMS 


Suits Result from Alleged Defalca- 
tion of Two Bank Cashiers, One 
at Sainbridge and Other at 
Arlington.

Two suits, aggregating a total of more 

than $12,000, have been brought against 
the United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
Company, of Baltimore, in the United 
States circuit court here, and were yes- 
terday filed with Clerk O. C. Fuller. 
The larger of the two is brought by 
the First national bank of Bainbridge for 
the amount of $10,000. The other is by 
the Bank of Arlington, Ga., to recover 
the amount of $2,632.46. 
Both suits are to recover amounts al- 
leged to bave been embezzled from the 
Danks by the cashiers, the - guaranty 
company being bondsman in both cases. 

In the case of th® First national bank 
of Bainbridge it is claimed in the peti- 
tion that R..G. Hartsfield, who was 
cashier of the bank from March 31, 1901, 
to December 23, 1901, ‘‘fraudulently and 
secretly appropriated to his own use 
funds of the bank intrusted to him as its 
cashier the sum of $10,035.87,"’ during the 
time that he held the _ position of 
cashier. 

It is alleged that Hartsfield delt heavily 
in lumber, doing business under the trade 
name of the Soufhern Lumber Company, 
which company, the petition claims, was 
no company nor a corporation, but only 
@ trading name used by Hartsfield as a 
disguise. 


It is alleged that Hartsfield bought un-, 


der the name of the Southern Lumber 
Company an immense amount of lumber 
in car-load lots at different times. It is 
claimed that he loaned the money of the 
bank to this lumber company, with which 
money the lumber was purchased. 

It is further alleged that large sums 
were loaned to other parties, and notes 
were taken by Bartsfield indorsed by the 
Southern Lumber Company. 

No Right to Loan Money. 

The bank claims in the petition that 
Hartsfield had no right to lend money to 
any one in excess of $0, without the ap- 
proval of the directors of the bank, and 
-especially, it is claimed, he had no right 
to lend funds of the bank to himself, or 
to himself under the disguise of the 
Mame of the Southern Lumter Com- 
pany. 

It is stated in the petition that the 
Fidelity company was notified by the 
- bank of Hartsfield’s alleged shortage, and 
that the company sent its agent to the 
bank on January 2, 1902, who investigate4d 
the condition of the books, and that if 
ghis agent made a correct report to the 
company he reported the shortage as 
claimed by the bank. 

John E. Donaldson, of Bainbridge, and 
Howard Van Epps, of Atlanta, are at- 
torneys for the Bainbridge bank, and 
Smith, Hammond & Smith are attorneys 
for the United States Fidelity and Guuar- 
anty Company. 

R. G. Hartsfield is an attorney, and 
was for a number of years located in At- 
lanta. : ° 

In the suit brought by the Bank of 
Arlington, Ga., against the United States 
Fidelity and Guaranty Company it is al- 
leged that @ienry G. Grey, who was 
cashier of the bartk from January 1, 1901, 
to March 31, 1902, is a defaulter to the 
amount of $2,632.46, and that the Fidelity 
company, being his bondsman, is due the 
bank this amount. 

It Is claimed that the bank gave notice 
to the bond company in gcecd time and 
that the bank has acted strictly in ac- 
cordance with the rules and obligations 


binding it, but that the bond company | 


has refused to pay the amount of Grey's 
alleged shortage. 

The total amount of his bond was $7,509, 
but the bank is suing only for the amount 
of his alleged shortage, 

Howard Van Epps is attorney for the 
bank, and Smith, Hammond & Smith are 
attorneys for the Fidelity company. 

In neither petition is the reason given 
for the refusal of the bond company to 
pay the amounts which toe banks claim 
are due them. Notice has been served 
on the bond company of both proceed- 
ings, end the cases wili come up for trial 
at the next session of the United States

New York, July 30.Reports from San 
Francisco received here this afternoon 
state that the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco railroad has acquired control of 
the Chicago and Eastern Iplinois.

These certificates are to bear 4 per 
cent interest and will be a direct obliga- 
tion of the Frisco, the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois stock being the collateral

DECLARED INSANE 


Was Her Second Trial for Lanacy With- 
in Two Weeks. 


WAS SANE THE FIRST TIME 


i 
Husband Cried When He Saw Her 
After the Investigation Yester- 
day Afternoon in Ordinary’s 
Court—Will Be Sent 
to Milledgeville. 


For the second time within the past 
two weeks Mrs. Laura Merrell, of Mc- 
Pherson, was before the ordinary yes- 
tefday on a writ of>insanity. At the 
first hearing the jury decided that she 
‘was sane, but the jury yesterday ren- 
dered a verdict to the effect that she 
was of unsound mind and a fit subject 
for the asylum. She was ordered sent 
to the Tower, where she will be kept 
until there is room for her at the state 
institution at Milledgeville. 

The former writ was taken out by 
members of the family, while the last 
one was signed by three neighbors, who 
petitioned for a lunacy trial. Mrs. Mer- 
rell was brought to the ordinary’s office 
and was kept in one of the private 
rooms, where she was seen by the mem- 
bers of the jury. After the hearing her 
husband, E. D. Merrell, went into the 
room and the meeting between the two 
was an affecting one. The husband cried 
as if his heart would break and seemed 
very much concerned about the matter. 

Witnesses stated during the hearing 
that last Friday evening Mrs, Merrell 
leaped from her window, clad only in 
her robe de nuit, went to.a near neigh- 
bor’s, and, opening a window, climbed 
into the room occupied by a young girl. 
The girl, waking and seeing the intruder, 
was so badly frightened that she almost 
had hysterics and has not yet recovered 
from her fright. Later, it was stated, 
Mrs. Merrell went to the United States 
barracks and told the members of the 
guard that her husband was after her. 
She said she feared he would do her 
bodily injury. 


Seek Money from Sale. 

Bluthenthal & Bickart, through their at- 
torneys, Slaton & Phillips, yesterday filed 
proceedings in the superior court asking 
that they be declared the ones to fre- 
ceive a fund of $180 in the sheriff’s hands 
resulting from the sale of certain perish- 
able property which was disposed of 
under a mortgage they held against Mrs.
